feet above the sea. She leaves the 
water of the Atlaniec behind her, and | 
she sails through the lake. Then there 
are three more locks which bring her 
to the level of the Pacific and to the, 
salt water. 


Seats Which Make Rafts 

News comes from England that seats 
are being prepared for placing on 
board White Star liners which can at 
a moment’s notice be transformed in- 
to rafts. Each of these seats meas- 
ures nine feet in length and is provid- 
ed with four metal air cases. One: 
person can instantly change a seat 
into a life saving raft by lifting up the 
front portion and opening it out flat, 
in which position tt immediately locks 
itself. The seats are secured to the 
deck by means of a lashing over a 
hooked hinge pin at each end, and 
should the deck become submerged the 
front portion of the seat floats upward 
and turns the hook around and tips 
off the lashing, and so automatically 
turns Itself into a raft ready for use.

A SOAR'NG SKYSCRAPER 


Six Stories Without Feundation Is 
Unique Departure In Building 

In New York one of the most unique 

departures in building construction ev- 

er attempted is in progress. The 

twelve story building of the Consolid- 


ated Gas Company now being erected, 


at Fifteenth street and Irving place 
has six 
soaring in midair without foundation. 


The Engineering News explains the, 


phenomenon as follows. 

As the old building is not strong 
enough to bear this additiona’ weight 
it was decided to suspen. six of the 
seven additional stories from heavy 
girders, the girders themselves be- 
ing supported on steel columns 250 
feet high, reaching to the ground, 
alongside the old building. The sev- 
enth additional story rests on the 
tirders. 

The larzost girdes are sixty-thre 
feet long, eight fee. deep, and weigh 
forty tons each They are ~t an ele 
vation of 250 feet above Fifteenth 
street. The elght girders. having a 
total weight of 300 tcns were conveyed 
to the feot of East Fiftee_tL street on 
one lighter. Th.’ vere carried sing- 
ly from there to the job on trucks of 
special constructior each drawn by 
thirty-four horses. The truck wheels 
were of steel and had eighteen-inch 
treads. The girder were unloaded 
from the trucks and placed upon the 
street by means of a large -te © stiff- 


|} leg derrick with a seventy-foot boom,

The girders were 
lifted one at a time, by this same 
derrick and placed ‘n their 
positions.

a mistake had bee: made, and that 
it was done without malice. He 
also had considerable difficulty in 
proving the accuracy of his claims 
for specia! dimage, which he said 
was due to the time that had el- 
apsed since the incident. 

The evidence of J. W. Dibbons, 
plaintiff's manager, which had been 
taken on commission the previous 
week, was read, and in the course 
of it he stated that he had received 
two notices from the bank regard- 
ing the payment of the note. Col- 
lections were a little difficult at that 
time, though there was lots of 
work and p.enty of money on the 
books, and he saw Mr Miles during 
January, and spoke to him abont the 
note, receiving the answer that he 
did not imagine there was 
any particular hurry about it so long 
as the interest was paid. He also 
offered to show Miles the books, if 
he wanted any assurance that every- 
thing was in good shape. Early in 
February Mr Evans{visited his place 
and told him he would have to get 
his money or foreclose. This was 
the first time he had known these 
was any urgency about paying the 
note. He collected the amount for 
payment to the Strathmore branch 
of the bank, getting a receipt, but 
the check was returned, being re- 
fused at Gleichen. 

Jos Van Tighem, manager of the 
Union Bank, was the next witness 
He stated that he had known plait- 
itff since he came to Strathmore, 
and that his financial reputation had 
always been good. He had borrow- 
ed money from time to time, and 
had always paid it back when due. 
Mr Eaton proceeded to ask witness 
some questions with regardto the 
general practice ot bank managers in 
making reports, when Mr Bennett 
took objection, and was sustained 
by the judge, 

W. Park Evans, Gleichen, stated 
that he held the mortgage against 
the Strathmore Standard in January 
1912. The note due on January 4th 
had been discounted by the Gleichen 
Bank in his favor, the remainder of 
tne notes being usedas collateral. 
When the note was not paid when 
due it was placed at his debit, and 
be asked the Gleichen manager to 
do his best to have it collected. At 
a date subsequent to that he was 
informed by Mr Cameron, manager 
at Gleichen, that he had received a 
very bad report from Strathmore, 
and he was shown this note. After 
receiving this report he consulted 
with Mr Corey, solicitor, Gleichen, 
and instructed him to take what 
steps were necessary to protect his 
interests. The result was that it 
was agreed to make a seizure oa 
the property. 

In cross-examination by Mr Benn- 
ett, witness said that he had visited 
Strathmore in December, and was 
not altogether pleased with the 
arrangement of some of the type 
and the appearance of the office 
He had expected plaintiff to pay him 
up sooner than the agreement on 
the mortgage indicated, and had 
a verbal agreement to that effect, 
He did not think plaintiff did right 
to go away to Scotland and not pay 
him more on the mortgage. 

THE DEFENCE 

Mr Bennett, for the defence, mov- 
ing that the case be dismissed, two of 
the ‘reasons given being, that the 
communication was privileged, and 
there had simply been an unfortun- 
ate mistake made in identity with 
another Mackenzie in the district. 
Plaintift had stated in his evidence 
that be believed this was so, and 
that there had been no malice. He 
cited a number of precedents in 
support of his motion. 

Mr Eaton argued that the occas- 
ion was not privileged, and also 
gave a number of precedents to 
support his contention, 

Hon Justice Walsh stated that as 
the hour was getting late, he would 
adjourn the court, and he would 
look up the precedents cited by 
counsel before the court opened next 
morning. 

On the resumption of the court 
next morning, Justice Walsh stated 
that the communication made at 
Gleichen was a privileged one, but 
that he would require further evi- 
dence before making up his mind on 
the communication at Strathmore, 

STRATHMORE MANAGER'S 

EVIDENCE 

Mr Miles, manager of the Strath- 
more branch of the Bank of Com- 
merece, in giving evidence, stated 
that he had been in Strathmore 
since September 1911, and that he 
knew plaintiff. Softar as he knew his 
financial reputation was good, and 
any drafts sent to him through his 
branch were always paid or some 
reason given for non payment. He 
knew that plaintiff had left for 
Scotland in December. In January 
a note was sent from Gleichen to his 
bank for collection, He had sent 
notice to John Mackenzie, Standard 
Office, several times that the note 
was at the bank for collection, but 
on receiving no reply, he sent the 
note back to Gleichen with the 
notation complained of, When 
writing it he thought that the note

Commerce | was tiat of John A, Mackenzie, 


farmer, and he had no inten- 
tion of the description applying to 
plaintiff. He remembered meet- 
ing Dibbens in January, but did not 
say it would be alright as long as 
the interest was paid. It would 
not be in his power to say 
that in any case. 

He had had some trouble with 
John A. Mackenzie in the previous 
December regarding an oat sale 
'ransaction 

On being asked for the corres- 
dence between the two branches with 
reference to the matter, he said that 
the originals were not here; but 
were probably at his office at Strath- 
more, and certain other papers were 
n the hotel where he was staying at 
Calgary. Mr Bennett spoke sharp- 
ly to the witness for not bringing 
them, and finally those at the hotel 
were got and Mr Eaton waived his 
demand for the production of the 
orignals, and the case proceeded. 

Evidence corroboratory of that 
preceding was given by Mr Camer- 
on, manager of the Bank ot Com- 
merce at Gleichen, 

Mr Bennett, in concluding his 
case, Said that the action was an un- 
fortunate one, having arisen through 
a mistake in identity. The Bank 
or their officials had had no inten- 
tion of attaching the description 
complained of to the plaintiff. In 
consideration of the circum. 
Stances of the case, he had 
strongly urged upon the bank that 
they pay their own expenses in this 
action, und they had agreed. 

CASE DISMISSED 


Hon Justice Walsh said that he 
held that the plea of privilege had 
been established. The manager at 
Strathmore had been asked to make 
collection of the note, and it was 
therefor his dutyto state why he 
could not collect it, so that, though 
he had made a mistake, hehad acted 
honestly, and no malice had been 
alleged. The manager at Gleichen 
was entitled to show Mr Evans the 
note, as it was the latter's property 
atthat time, although it had been 
discounted beforehand. He there- 


tore dismissed the action without 
costs. 


Calgary Newspaper's 
Comment 


The Albertan had the following 
to say on the case, It is somewhat 
inaccurate, but rather amusing: 

‘‘John Mackenzie, editor of The 
Strathmore and Bow Valley Stand- 
ard, lost his suit for defamation of 
character against the Strathmore 
branch of the Canadian Bank of 
Commerce. 

Some Mackenzie had borrowed 
money from the bank, refused to 
pay, and in the bank correspond- 
ence a fledgling manager mistook 
the newspaperman for the delin- 
quent and said he was ‘‘worthless.” 
Editor Mackenzie caused a writ to 
be issued against the bank, asking 
for $5,000 damages, 

R. B- Bennett, counsel for the 
bank, represented to the court that 
it was a case of mistaken identity, 
said his client had apologized, and 
was willing to pay the costs, and 
the case was dismissed. 

So Editor Mackenzie walked out 
of court vindicated, but without 
having reached down into the heart 
of the big institution, where all the 
bank notes are kept.”

PEACTORIES IN THE WEST 


@malier Prairie Towns Appeared For 
the First Time In 1911 


Much has been written since the 
eensus of manufactures of 1911 was 
made public by the Government at 
Ottawa about the enormous develop- 
ment in manufacturing that has taken 
place in the last ten years in the larger 
cities of the West, such as Winnipeg, 
Calgary, Medicine Hat, Edmonton and 
others. A more recent bulletin from 
Ottawa indicates that the smaller 
towns in the West have also made 
@ great expansion in manufacturing— 
in fact most of them came under the 
eye of the statistician for the first 
time in 1911. This is perhaps a more 
striking evidence of the development 
of manufacturing In the West than Is 
the growth in the larger cities. 

In Manitoba four towns—Daupbin, 
Neepawa, Souris and Virden—have 
thirteen industries with $500,449 cap!- 
tal, employing 187 hands and with pro- 
ducts to the value of $482,625 annually. 
The wage Lill of these smaller factory 
towns of Manitoba totalled $100,714 
in the year 1911, Ten years ago there 
was no manufacturing establishment 
in any of these towns worthy of enu- 
meration by the Census Bureau. 

In Alberta five towns—Camrose, 
Coleman, Macleod, Red Deer and We- 
taskiwin have twenty industries with 
$782,317 capital, employing 456 hands 
and producing products to the value 
of $663,203. The wage bill of these 
emaller factory towns of Alberta to 
talled $200,716 in the year 1911. 

In Saskatchewan six towns—Este- 
van, Melville, North Battleford, Swift 
Current, Weyburn and Yorkton have 
twenty-four factories or industries 
with $499,450 capital, employing 417 
hands and producing products to the 
value of $841,854. The wage bill of 
these smaller factory towns of Sas- 
katchewan totalled $351,762 in 1911. 

The possibilities for the future un- 
der a stable trade policy such as has 
prevailed during the past ‘wenty years 
are enormous when one takes into 
consideration the fact that twenty 
years ago, and even as recently as 
ten years ago, some of Ontario’s best 
manufacturing towns, such as Wel- 
land, Walkerville, Sault Ste. Marie, 
Port Hope, Orillia and many others 
had no manufacturing development 
worthy of the name, To-day they are 
thriving industrial centres with busy 
workshops and highly skilled artisans 
—the ideal home market, in a word, 
for the farmers of the surrounding 
country. This is the development in 
store for the towns and cities of the 
West !f a reasonable policy of en- 
couragement for manufacturing is 
maintained. 


VAST JOBBING TRADE 


Interesting Figures From Winnipeg 
Regarding Western Business 


Through the co-operation of Winni- 
peg’s wholesale houses, Mr. Chas, F, 
Roland, the Winnipeg ‘ndustrial Com- 
missioner, has compiled some striking 
statistics. In Winnipeg aione in 1912 
the trade of firms in the lines indi- 
cated totalled as follows: 

Agricultural implement: and farm 
machinery, $25,000,000; hardware trade 
$16,000,000; groceries, $15,000,000; dry 
goods and textiles, $17,000,000; iron 
an¢ building trades, $12,090,000; boot 
and shoe trade, $6,000,000; automobile 
industry, $5,000,000, and so on, Includ- 
ing large sums for rallway and municl- 
pal supplies, furniture, drugs, electri- 
cal appliances, chemicals, confectian- 
ery, metal products, leather lines, 
stoves and ranges, furnaces, house- 
hold necessities and other less impor 
tant commodities. When to these 
figures are added the big wholesale 
turn overs of other Western cities 
towns the aggregate would be astound. 
ing. 

Everyone takes pride in the vast 
business turn over of the West, but 
the question naturally arises, how 
much of this vast turn over has found 
its way to the pockets of the Canadian 
mechanic and in turn to the pockets 
of the merchants and farmers who 
clothe and fecd the Canadian workman 
and his family, whether in the West 
or the East? A great amount of the 
jowbing trade of the West must neces- 
sarily be concerned with imported 
goods, but under a stable trade policy 
Canadian made goods should assume 
greater proportions every year. Not 
only should the policy of the country 
be calculated to have these goods 
made in Canada, but they should be 
made in Western Canada. The Home 
Market is the best friend oi the far- 
mer, the merchant and the working- 
man, as well as the manufacturer and 
the jobber. It is gratifying to see 
the policy, which has prevailed in 
Canada for the last thirty vears, result 
in the establishment of many branches 
of American factories in both Western 
and Eastern Canade. That thie move 
ment may be accelerated, pesiienlasty 
in the West, must be the hege ef every 
Canadian who realises the gecessity 
of e uniform development in Canada. 
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NOT FEASIBLE NOW 


Leading Grain Grower Admits Imprac- 
ticability of Free Trade at Present 


The controversy between the editor 
of the “Grain Growers’ Guide” in Win- 
nipeg and Mr. F. W. Green, secretary 
of the Saskatchewan Grain Growers’ 
Association, and one of the most prom- 
inent men {in the Grain Yrowers’ move- 
ment, continues. In the “Guide” of 
recent date appears a lengthy com- 
munication from Mr, Green in answer 
to some charges that have been made 
against him. The following is an 
interesting patagraph from his letter: 

“On Free Trade, ‘Nothing defl- 

nite’ is the charge. Wrong again. 
I am In favor of Free Trade ab- 
solutely, as indicated above, but 
admit it hardly possible at the 
present time. I am not in favor 
of a quack agreement fixed up to 
oppose my own country or class, 
Not in favor of free trade for my 
rival while I aud my fellow far- 
mers are to be wound Not in 
favor of an agreement binding me 
to keep out of my rival’s garden 
while he, forsooth, is permitted un- 
limited range {n mine. Be he be- 
low the average workman, near 
home, or from abroad, or their 
employers.” 

In commenting on Mr. Green's let- 
ter the editor of the ‘Guide” makes 
no reference to the feasibility of free 
trade at the present time. 


CANADIAN WOOL 


The Home Market Is the Best Market 
For Canadian Wool 

In the fiscal year of 1911 Canada 
imported about 6,500,000 pounds of 
wool, while her exports amounted to 
approximately 1,200,000 pounds, ac- 
cording to the report of the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture. This shows that 
we are importing about 5,900,000 more 
pounds of wool than we export, and 
when to this !s added the 11,000,000 
pounds of wool which is produced in 
Canada, some idea is formed of the 
great importance of the manufacture 
of woollen goods in Canada. 

Doubtless there will always be some 
grades of wool whitch our woollen 
Manufacturers must import, just as 
in a great sheep country like the 
United States, with a duty on Taw 
wool, manufacturers have to import 
certa&n grades which cannot be grown 
in that country. Every farmer should 
secure a copy of the report of the 
Sheep Commission, which is now avail- 
able at the Department of Agriculture 
at Ottawa. It shows the backward 
condition of the sheep industry of 
Canada at present, and indicates the 
profits that are to be made in raising 
sheep for meat and for wool. If 
Canada’s trade policy is maintained, 
and the British Preference is not tin- 
creased, there is bound to be an in- 
crease in the demand for wool from 
Canadian mamufacturers, who, even 
under present conditions, obtain part 
of theirrequirements of Canadian wool. 

The experience of the United States 
during the past thirty years has shown 
that the home market is the best market 
in which the American can sell his 
wool, andthe same is true inyCanada.

CLEARING HOUSE METHODS. 


Gimplicity In Handling Hundreds of 
Millions of Dollars Daily, 

Ida M. Tarbell, writing about the 
New York clearing house in the Amer- 
ican Magazine, says in part: 

“The clearing house was originally 
devised to meet the difficulties which 
the banks of a city or large town find 
tn transacting business with one an- 
other. An enormous number of checks, 
drafts and other items naturally pass 
between them. These must be present- 
ed and cashed. The work involved in 
settling up daily accounts with fifty or 
sixty different home banks is prodi- 
gious. Seventy years ago the practice 
tn New York was to keep porters run- 
ning to and fro with checks and gold 
Rarely were the accuungs settled often- 
er than once a week, a practice which 
enabled the speculative banks to take 
dangerous advantage. The banks were 
always at war over their accounts. It 
was to bring order and safety into this 
ansatisfactory condition that in 1853 
some fifty-two New York banks under- 
took-to devise a plan for simplifying 
their exchanges so as to make daily 
settlements possible, a result which ob- 
viously would make for the stability of 
them all. 

“The machinery for carrying out this 
desirable end is not greatly different 
tow from what it was at the start, al 


though it is, of course, on a vastly 
creater scale. In 1858, when the Clear 
ing House association began operations 


in New York, it had but one room, the 
basement of 14 Wall street. Today it 
owns in Cedar street a white marble 
building which cost over $1,000,000 
The total clearings on that first day 
were $22,648,900.87. In 1911 an aver 
age of $305,016,897.99 in checks were 
collected daily through the New York 
clearing house. The machinery for 
bandling this enormous exchange is se 
simple that it takes only about a blalt 
bour in the morning and a half hour tu 
the afternoon. Not only has the time 
been reduced to this minimum, but the 
amount of money actually handled tn 
effecting the exchange has been equally 
teduced. A daily exchange of $305, 
000,000 can be made with a little less 
than $15,000,000, or 4 7-10 per cent of 
the money that otherwise would have 
to be handled.” 


SOLVED BY AN ENCORE. 


The Problem That Confronted Edison 
In His Talking Pictures, 

Mr. Edison recently demonstrated 
ais newly invented talking pictures to 
an association of mechanical engineers, 
who were much interested tn learning 
some of the difficulties that had been 
overcome. 

One feature of the program Mr. Edl- 
son had arranged for his guests was 
a scene from “Faust,” acted and sung. 
The gentlemen present showed their 
appreciation of this wonderful achieve 
ment by frequent and lavish applause. 

To their astonishment, Mephistophe- 
jes appeared upon the curtain ‘and 
bowed as If in response to their encore. 
(his bit of acting was so simply and 
naturally done that none of the men 
present realized its importance, As & 
matter of fact, it was absolutely neces- 
sary in order to synchronize the future 
action and sound of the performance. 

One of Mr. Edison's assistants ex- 
plained to his eager listeners the fact 
that it was impossible to get enough 
music on one record to accompany the 
Alm to the end. The problem they 
had been working on for weeks was 
io find a way of changing the record 
while the pictures were before the 
tudience.

CHOCOLATE AS A FOOD. 


it Should Be Eaten After and Never 
Before Meals. 

Chocolate is one of the most whole 
some of foods. But it should be re- 
served for eating after meals. Nothing 
can be worse than chocolate eaten 
just before a meal, for then it ruins 
the appetite. Chocolate should consist 
of equal parts of sugar and cocoa. 
When it contains, as most of that sold 
in the cheap candy stores does, more 
sugar than cocoa it loses much of its 
real food value 

Koenig, the great German chemist, 
who has done so much to enlighten the 
world on the value of foods by publish- 
ing his analysis of them, says that 
chocolate contains 6.27 per cent of pro- 
tein, 62 per cent of theobromine, 21.20 
per cent of fat, 1.36 per cent of tar- 
taric acid 53.70 per cent of sugar, 4.07 
per cent of starch, 1,67 per cent of cel- 
lulose and 5.59 per cent of other car- 
bohydrates. Therefore it is highly nu- 
tritive, 

Athletes, polar explorers and moun 
tain climbers know this well. In the 
Swiss Alps it is usual to carry choco- 
date in the pocket and to eat a little 
of it whenever the climbers pause for 
a rest. But chocolate is fattening and 
should therefore be eschewed by those 
who bave a tendency to too great cor- 
pulency. It is an ideal addition to the 
diet of a vegetarian, 

Chocolate and cocoa are almost as 
stimulating as coffee and tea, but have 
none of the injurious effects upon the 
nervous system which are for many 
people the great drawbacks of these 
drinks. 

Chocolate ts best when made over- 
night and allowed to stand.—New York 
World,

HUMUS IN THE SOIL. 
eee 
This Valuable Substance Is Due to the 
Presence of Bacteria. 

We find a vast difference in the fer- 
tility of different soils, writes CG. L, 
McArthur, assistant bacteriologt, Ida- 
ho experiment station. For instance, 
sand, although it may contain all the 
elements necessary fer plant food, is 
still found barren and without vegeta- 
tion. Garden soils, however, may con- 
tain less plant food than the sand and | 
still be copsidered very fertile. This 
difference is usually due to the sub- 
stance known as humus. Where the | 
humus is present the different ele- 
ments are present in a form that plants 
can use. This humus is the remains of 
previous plants and animals, When 
plants die that part which is not used 
for commercial purposes usually goes 
back to the soil. In much the same 
way a great deal of the animal body 
reaches the soil. 

As soon as this material reaches the 
soil it is attacked by millions of bacte 
ria, which are known as the decompo- 
sition bacteria. These bacteria soon 
cause a great many changes in the ma- 
terial, each change tending to break

FIGHTING BUS FIRES 


t Is Becoming an Important Part of 
Canada’s Work 

When the first 'mmigra.ts landed | 
on the shores of Canada the wild for-| 
est seemed to them infinite. They 
made smal]! clearicgs for themselves. 
These clearings grew ag civilization 
advanced, until the once thickly 
wooded country was transformed in- 
to cities, towns and fertile farm 
lands. | 

The clearing of the land brought 
out all the grit that was in our fore- 
fathers, though these pioneer agricul- 
turisis, ne doubt, looked with chag- 
rin upon the huge task which con- 
fronted them. It is not surprising 
that the one object was to rid them- 
selves of the trcubiesome forest, even 
by unnecessary mutilation, and great 
trac.s cf country were swept by fire 
in consequence, yet they never dream 
ed that there might come a day when 
the pineries of Canada would vanish 
as the buffalo has done in the west. 


| 


Nor did the aborigines themselves 
ever expect their great hunting 
grounds to be unite. This {s proven 


by the fact that the white man was 
allowed to seitle con land which, un- 
known to him, was divided into dis-| 
tinct sections, each owned by an In-| 
dian family. The redman was, no 
loubt, perplexed by the audacity of, 
the trespassers, anc in many cases 
allowed him to rem:!n on his land 
unmolested 

As the time pressed the lumber 
companies commenced work in this 
wonderful oew country, and then the 
farmer found the pine on his farm ¢ 


to 
be his best crop. In the winter he} 


would fell cho mighty trees, and in 
the spring the smailer vegetation 
could be burned over and cleared 


with ease. ‘he destruction of the 
forest ceased and the number of fires 
greatly diminished. 

The forest was the first hing giv- 
en to the ploneer, and about the last 
to be properly protected During the 
past century the pine has been prac- 
tically destroyed in the region be 
tween Toronto and North Bay. To- 
day the Canadian Government Is 
strongly tmpressed by the need of 
forest preservation, and is endeavor: 
ing to check any dissipation of the 
remaining timber. Further north, to 
ward tne Hudson Bay region, the pine 
becomes poorer than that which grow 
in Northern Ontario 

It is here, therefcre that large sec- 
tions have become forest reserves 
Meaus must be taken to guard thes» 
reserves against fire. For this pur- 
pose the Government sends fire-rang- 
ers to patrol the myster! us depths 
of the forest during the months of the 
year when the .now fs gon and fires 
may occur. A chief fire-ranger has) 
charge of each reserve, which may 
cove: a very large area and may be 
divided into severa! sections, each 
having a sub-chief, located at head- 
qiarters, to which place the fire 
rangers, scattered on thelr various 
beats, report at specified dates, and 
tender an account of their dalty work, 
which is forwarded to their chief 

The most fvequent cause of fire Is 
man. Civilization brings with it for- 
est fires, although there have been 
found traces of a colossal fire which 
swept over norther. Ontar'o about a 
sentury before the adve.t of man in- 
to that region. The reflection of the 
sun on ° smooth piece of quartz, fo- 
cussed on a dry bcugh, and lightning 
striking a dead stump are two natur- 
al causes cf fire Yet man 13 respon-

does so in @ spirit quite as friendly as 
that which prompted his grandfather 
to offer a limp little hand and say, “I 
trust 1 see you very well, dear Uncle 
James.” 

No, modern children are not becom- 
ing a tribe of hooligans, They are 
merely becoming a race of natural lit- 
tle human beings, The inevitable 
process of evolution is by no means a 
matter for unmixed regret. In these 
hurrying times even children live fast. 
If their precious moments are spent in 
cultivating a thousand “pretty primy” 
ways something more important will 
have to be neglected. 

So rest content to let the artificial 
manners go and direct your energy to-

MARSHMALLOW FUDGE.—If your 
ne marshmallows get a little stale 
before using them up try making this 
kind of fudge Put two cupfuls of 
| granulated sugar and one cupful of 
milk in a saucepan and let it come to a 
| boil. Add one square and a half of 
chocolate grated and two tablespoon- 
|fuls of butter Cook about ten min- 
utee; then remove from the fire and 
beat until the fudge gets rather stiff, 
but not so sciff that it will not pour 
easily. Break marshmallows into sev- 
era: plecer, place in the bottom of the 
dish and pour the fudge over them. 

Turkish Delight—This is a candy 
somewnat after the order of gumdrops, 
but more delicate. Soak two table- 
spoonfuls of gelatin in one-third of a 
cupful of cold water. When dissolved 
add one cupfu! of granulated sugar and 
set it on the stove to boil for twenty 
minutes, adding the juice of half a 
lemon and half an orange. When taken 
from the fire pour in one teaspoonful 
of strawberry juice and a quarter of a 
cupful of chopped nuts. When cool cut 
in small squares and roll in red sugar. 

Chocolate Peanut Taffy.—Put all 
these ingredients into a granite kettle: 
One pound and a half of white sugar, 
half a cupful of water, quarter cupful 
of cider vinegar, lump of butter the 
size of a nut and three tablespoonfuls 
of grated chocolate. Boil these with- 
out stirring until a little dropped in 
| water becomes crisp. Have ready some 
shelled peanuts and stir thickly 
through the candy. Drop in small 
pieces on buttered paper, 


TRY THIS MELON DELIGHT. 

MELON delight is a novel and re- 
is freshing dessert. As in all des- 
serts calling for cantaloupe, only those 
| of the finest flavor should be used. Cut 
}tne melons lengthwise, in halves or 
thirds, according to size.

As will be seen from the report of 
the meeting of Strathmore Local of 
the U.F.A last Saturday, reported} 


Farmers’s Co-Operative Trading | 
Company, of Strathmore, Ltd., is 
now in being as an incorporated 
Company, the papers having recenty 
arrived trom Edmonton, 

The formation of this company is 
the result of a teeling that bas pre-| 
vailed among many of the farmers 
of this district for some time past 
that something ought to be done to 
put the economic conditions under 
which they have been laboring on a} 
tairer basis, and this has seemed to 
them the most practical way of do-| 
ing so, 

The Company has wide powers, | 
which can enable it to go into al-| 
most any kind of business, but for | 
the present they do not intend to 
capitalise heavily or make a big 
investment in equipment, preferring 
to start small and work up, which 
is probably the best way. The U.F, 
A. has leased the Riverside Lumber 
Coy's yard and offices for 4 term ot | 
one year, and the intention is for | 
the new Company to take this over, 
Their business will be handled from 
there, and the yard will be used for 
auction sales, stabling, storage ac- 
comodation, etc., The intention is 
to buy supplies of staple artieles in 
bulk and distribute from there, and 
also to handle shipment of produce, 
stock etc. They will aim to sell} 
what the farmer has collectively, 
and to buy collectively where it is 
most economical. 

In the opinion of the members of 
the U, F. A. who have been active 
in promoting this scheme, it is but) 
the start of what may ultimately be 
a huge undertaking of benefit to 
the district and to the province as a 
whole.
